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CoLonEL R. P. Hugues, acting under telegraphic 
instructions from the War Department, arrived in 
Washington, Sept. 8, and assumed charge of the 
Inspector-General’s Department during the illness 
of General Jones, who has been confined to his 
home for the past two weeks. At one time his con- 
dition was quite alarming, asevere attack of typhoid 
fever, with other complications, having been nar- 
rowly averted. The General is now much improved 
and an early recovery is looked for. With the 
severe illness of Major Farnsworth, who is now able 
to go about but still quite weak, the Inspector-Gen 
eral’s Office in Washington is in somewhat of a 
crippled condition at the present time. 








MAJOR GENERAL SCHOFIELD, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Pitcher of his staff, returned to Wash- 
ington Sept. 13, after four days at Governor's 
Island. The passage of the Army bill, which will 
involve considerable work in the way of apportion- 
ing out funds, brought him back to Headquarters 
earlier than he had originally intended. The un- 
expected return of Secretary Endicott to Washing- 
ton the early part of the week was for the purpose 
of consulting with the President with regard to the 
Fortification bill and the several staff appointments. 
Both the President and Secretary are deeply inter- 
ested in the former subject, and it is expected will 
take early action toward the appointmert of the 
board ard carrying out the other features of the 
dill. 








THe statutory examination of the Kearsarge, 
some months ago determined that it would cost 
more to repair her than the law allowed for wooden 
ships. It was found later that the Nantasket’s 
engines could be put in the Kearsarge for much less 
than it would cost to repair the latter’s engine, and 
that the difference would bring the aggregate quite 
within the law. The Secretary of the Navy promptly 
endorsed this plan, and the historic old Kearsarge 
is to be preserved. The new engine was run last 
week, the vessel being secured to the wharf at the 
Portsmouth, N. H., Navy-yard. Every thing 
worked well excepting some few joints which will 
have to be made over. This machinery is much 
lighter than the original, and it is not expected the 
vessel’s speed will be increased. 


ACCORDING to the returns of Chief Paymasters of 
the several Departments, which are now all in, it 
will require the services of twelve additional pay- 
masters in order to make monthly payments pos- 
sible at all military posts. It is considered practic- 
able, however, with the present force, to materially 
extend the number of posts now being so paid. In 
fact, over two thirds of the Army will probably be 
teceiy’ng pay monthly after the present month, for 
the Paymaster General, acting upon advices received 
from his assistants, has recommended to the Ad- 
jutant-General that the troops stationed at the fol- 
lowing named posts be mustered for pay on Sept. 
30 and monthly thereafter in addition to the poste 
at present being paid monthly: Missouri—Forts 
Sheridan, Riley and Hays, and Rock Island Arsenal.

Ohesne, Washakie and McKinney. Texas—All posts 
*Xcept Forts Brown and Ringgold. Dakota—Forts

Nava Constructor F. L. FERNALD, Superiniend- 
ent of the hul! of the Charleston, in course of con- 
struction at the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, 
Cal., gives the status of work on that vessel on 
Sept. 1 as follows: The exterior of vessel be- 
low upper deck completed, except accommodation 
ladders, sea steps, grab rods, ash chutes, deck pla- 
ting, foundations for 6-in. guns; gutter, barbette 
and hammock berthing angles, towing bitte, flag- 
staffs completed. All deck plating, stringers, ties, 
stanchions, bulkheads and circular air port frames 
completed. Protective deck plating and brackets 
connecting frames to same, all fitted and nine per 
cent. rivetted and caulked. All work in the hold is 
practically complete; the outside of vessel has re- 
ceived two coats of paint below the load line and 
above the load line one coat of red lead, a coat of 
cement, and acovering coat of lead. All forged 
brass work nearly completed. 








From the text of the Fortification Bill, which ap- 
pears elsewhere, it will be seen that Mr. Haskell is 
to have his innings again, multicharge guns being 
included in the appropriation of $500,000 for the 
purchase, investigation, experiments and tests of 
various implements and engines of war. The con- 
version of the Parrott and other guns on hand are 
also included in this provision. The Board to have 
charge of the expenditures under this bill is to have 
but one Ordnance officer on it. The other members 
are to be the Commanding General of the Army and 
-one Offieer of Engineers and one officer of Artillery, 
to be selected, with the Ordnance member, by the 
Secretary of War. ‘‘Other dynamite guns” are 
included with the pneumatic guns in the appropria- 
tion of $100,000, and this amount is also to include 
experiments with gun-carriages, aerial torpedoes, 
dynamite shells and ammunition, and batteries for 
coast defence. $200,000 is provided for torpedoes. 
Watervliet Arsenal gets $700,000, $1,500,000 is 
allowed for rough-finished steel guns, $250,000 for 
breech-loading cast-iron rifled mortars booped with 
steel. The aggregate expenditure under the bill is 
limited to $6,500,000, and is not to exceed $2,000,000 
in any one fiscal year. 








Tue Army has been spared the humiliation and 
annoyance of being left without money by the 
agreement of the two Houses upon the Army bill, 
which has finally been passed this week in season 
to take effect before the expiration of the act ex- 
tending the appropriations of last year to the i5th 
of the present month. The Senate consents to 
striking out the amendments which were inserted 
under the belief that no Fortification bill would be 
passed at this session, and the House accepts the 
Senate amendment with reference to the purchase 
of land at West Point modified as follows: 


Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War be authorized to enter 
into wy ery) for the purchase of the 2%5 acres of land 
on the n River, directlysouth of the military reser- 
vation at West Point, belonging to the estate of Edward V. 
Kinsley, or so much thereof as be may deem necessary for 
the purposes of the Military Academy, and to receive offers 
for the sale of their interest in such land from such of the 
heirs of said Kinsley asare competentand wi to sell 
such interests; and U Secretary of Waris authorized to 
submit all offers so nade and the question of the vaiue of 
said 225 acres to a board, tu cunsist ot the Superintendent of 
the Military Academyand two competent vivilians, who 
shall make due investigation and report concerning said 
value; and the Secretary of War shall submit eaid offers and 
the report of said board, with his opimon, to Congress at its 


next session. The expenses of said board and compense ion 
at the rate of $10 a day, for not more than 10 days for each 
of the civilian members, ebull be paid from the appropria- 
tion for cuntingencies of the Army. 

The amount of the bill as agreed to is $24,471,300. 
The amount as passed by the House was $24,639, - 
800. The amount as passed by the Senate was 
$31,531,800, the difference between the amount 
actually appropriated and thus proposed by the 
Senate being provided for by the provisions of the 
Fortification bill. The text of the Army bill will 
be found in JourNAL of Ang. 18, page 1112. The 
provisions stricken out are those to be found in the 
Fortification bill, which appears this week. 








Or Mr. Cleveland’s recent message the Lcndon 
Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘‘‘ Retaliation’ is 
very: dangerous. The lex talionis can only be safely 
enforced by a State which is powerful enough to 
disregard the reprisals of the Power it attacks. 
Our readers must do us the justice to admit that 
we never held out the least hope to them of a satis- 
factory settlement of the Fisheries question with 
the United States by the Chamberlain Treaty. It 
might be styled and considered by aus as fair and 
equitable—it did not follow that Americans neces 
sarily thought so, or that if they did, the treaty 
would secure ratification. President Cleveland’s 
message is a counterblast to General Harrison's 
summons, and bids fair to take from him a large 
section of the Irish and anti-British votes ; but it 
is not, therefore, to be either abused or regarded 
with indiference. It furnishes a significant com- 
ment on the rubbish our press shoots out on occa 
sion anent ‘the common language, origin, and ob- 
jects of the two great branches of the Anglo-Saxon 
race.’ The menace is direct, and the/power to exe- 
cute it seems not to be wanting—or the will either.” 





In connection it may be well to read what the 
Gazette has to say on the subject of the recent 
naval manouvres. ‘There is tolerable unanimity 
about the lessons they have taught,” it tells us. 
‘“‘The lessons may be summed up in one short 
sentence. The Navy is totally inefficient. This is 
equally true of the personnel as of the materiel, 
ouly that while the personnel is inefficient because 
it is inadequate, the meteriel is inefficient because 
it isa fraud. Armorclads are unarmored, cruisers 
are without speed, guns are non-existent, machinery 
is too weak, and soon. And why is this? There 
can be only one answer. Our naval administration 
is like the materiel, only more so—a fraud of the 
worst description.” ‘‘It is because the civilien 
and ignorant element at the Admiralty swamps the 
naval element that the navy is now anything but 
what it should be. Not but what professional men, 
if they stay at Whitehall long enough, are just as 
likely to become ignorant and get into as shallow a 
rut as the civilians. But they should not be allowcd 
to stay there; the curse of the system is the per- 
manent offieial, whether, be bas or has not worn 
uniform at some time in his life. If the Socialist 
programme contained a clause wiping out the per- 
manent officials in the system of Britain’s adminis- 
tration, naval men Would become Socialists en 
masse. For they know that there is not one of the 
shortcomings under which the navy suffers but is 
due, directly or indirectly, to this permanence which 
tells a man he has got a billet for life, and that mat- 
ters, good or bad, will at least last out his time, or 
until he can retire on a pension which would more 





than build an armorclad. ‘

A party of Sioux have left 
the Poplar River Agency on a raid to the (row 
Agency. Gen. Rnaer nee ordered Troop D, Ist Cav., 
under command o hare J. Brow , from 
Fort Custer to 1 untain Station, M. T., for the 
purpose of watching the crossings on the Yellow- 
stone between Custer Stution and Huntley and cov- 
erage point specially where a pat of Sioux on 
the Yellowstone ‘were i by Indien 
scouts. Lieut. Geo. L. Byram, Ist Cay., with a de- 
tachment of p K, has been sent to Custer Sta- 
tion, from which point they will proceed down the 
Yellowstone to a point near and op te the mouth 
of Porcupine River, watching al! crossings that 
a raiding party of Sioux would be likely to cross. 
The commanding officer of Fort Keogh has also 
been ordered to send a detachment to watch the 
crossings east of that post.” 

A letter from Pierre of Sept.'6, says: “‘ All things 
come to those who wait,’ and lastnight the welcome 
pews came tothe waiting here that the Commis- 
sioners bad been successful in getting the signatures 
of the Indians at Crow Creek, and had gone on to 
ee Lower’ Brule agency to continue the work 

ere.” 

& despatcn from Lower Brule Agency of Sept. 12 
says: The efforts of the Commussioners and the 
agent bave been crowned with success. Three- 
fourths of the Indians at the agency were enrolled 
before hardly a dissenting voice was beard. Ic is 
believed they will all be enrolled by Sept. 13.

The Buffalo Sentinel says: “The determination of 
Gen. Brooke to compel the Indians to remain in 
their respective reservations, and a dis tion on 
bis part to endeavor to increase the number of cay- 
alry troops in this section, instead of making a re- 
duction, gives considerable assurance aa to the safety 
of the property of settlers in the future.” 

A despatch of Sept. 12 from Helena says: The 
question of the proper protection of settlers bas 
been broupht to the attention of Gen. Brooke, com- 
manding the Dept. of tbe Platte, and Col. Randlett. 
commanding Fort McKinney, bas been instruoted 
to give public notice to the effect that the cavalry 
companies of his post would vot go ou a summeren- 
campment, as previously announced, but that they 
would follow up the Indians who had left the res- 
ervations,and wherever they found them would 
take them in charge and escort them to their 
agency. Geu. Brooke is makingan earnest effort to 
have the number of cavairy increased.

She is firmly imbedded in the mud, and at high tide 
she has 12 feet of water in her hold. Sheis315 feet long 
and about 3,000 tons measurement. Her timbers are 
rotten, but it is believed that eneugh copper and 
iron can be procured from her to make her purchase 
a profitable one. 

A FULL sized lifeboat consigned to the Life Saving

That it is 
Pactically impossible to upset it, because there is 
Decentre of gravity excepting a theoretical one, 
ad the consequence is the rightiog lever and the 
mtacentric height are abnormally great, unlike any 
Oter boat of approximate description.”’ 


\ BritrsH naval officer seuds home from the 
Clina station some suggestions which are —— 
aplicablo to our owu Navy. Hezays: “I woul 
adrise the officers of ships coming to this station to 
rogh it on the way out, soas to beable to engage 
all Dbinese servants on arrival, they areso far better 
tha English ones, always look clean and cool, and 
catcater and market so much better, and they do 
not feed upun the best things like the ordinary 
English ‘beauty’ does. The Chinaman is content 
with his own food, and seldom, if ever, touches the 
mens food. Our English messes are invariabl 
handcapped by the white servants, who eat up all 
the uxuries and best things. If obliged to have 
English servants, they should have their meal-hours 
befor, not after, the officers. It makes a wonderful 
difference. They are not quite equal, asa rule, to 
two neals quite close to one another, and the con- 
sequence is luxuries, ete., are saved, and not wasted 
on guzzling servants.” 

“ THE tests were completely successful,” said Cap- 
tam Ramsay to a reporter concerning the 
trial of the guns of the Boston.

SEVERAL years ago, when Rear Admiral Jobo 
Lee Davis was a member of the Lighthouse 
he urged the lighting of Gedney’s and other chan- 
nels in New York harbor by electricity. After 
four years the Lighthouse Board has adopted Ad- 
miral Davis’ suggestion, and an official notice to 
mariners announces that as soon as practicable, 
probably about the end of September, an attempt 
will be made to light Gedney’s Channel, New York 
Bay, by six 100-candle power incandescent electric 
lamps, euclosed in lanterns sup ed by spar 
buoys. Owing to the uncertain light of incande. 
scent lamps some of the hghts may at times be 
extinguished, but it is thought that any three of 
them will furnish a sufficient guide through the 
channel. This is the beginning of an experiment 
which will gradually be extended to all the chan- 
pels and particularly to the anchorage grounds in 
the most frequen part of the harbor. 

THE committee appointed by Secretary Whitney 
about a yearago te inves tethe Navy Bureau has 
adjourned because two of its members, Lieuts. Ir- 
win and Sawyer, have been ordered by Actiog Sec- 
retary Harmony to duty on the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion. They will be on the personal staff of Act. Rear 
Admiral Gillis, who sails from New York on Sept. 20. 
Up to the adjournment the committee had examined 
the accounts of the Bureaus ot Steam Engineering 
Equipment and Recruiting, and Construction and 
Repair, and were at work on the records of tbe Bur- 
eau of Provisions and Clothing. It is probable that 
Private Secretary Fletcher will continue the inves- 
tigation alone during the winter. The committee 
has accomplished a great deal of good work, but it 
1s not likely that the result of its labors will be made 
public.

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LIBRARIES OF NAVAL VESSELS. 


Out of the appropriation for books and scientific 
instruments coutained inthe navy bill signed to- 
day fifty standard works on matters of interest to 
professional men will be pure for each of the 
vessels in the naval service. The order for the 
books was made out to day, and they will be deliv- 
ered at once. The ships’ libraries, with this addi- 
tion, will comprise four hundred volumes of valu- 
able reading matter. The existence of the libraries 
is largely due to the efforts of Commodore Walker, 
chief of the bureau of navigation. When he took 
charge of the bureau each sbip was provided with « 
prayer-book and a bible, a set of twenty-five year 
oid encyclopedias and ope or two professiona 
works.

The facts are that the Babcock and Wilcox Co.’s 
boilers and the Tyler (Boston) tubing used as con- 
ductors have been for years purchased by the 
Navy Department and are in use at Norfolk and 
other points, as well as in the Capitol and other 
Government buildings at Washington. The Tyler 
tubes are of such recognized superiority.to European 
production that they are exported in considerable 
quantities. There bas been no condemnation ofany 
item in the contracts referred to uor is there likely 
to be, and the contractors at the office of the com- 
pany in New York are in a very cheerful state of 





MEDICAL RECORD OF THE ARMY. 


WE might have added to our statement of last 
week, concerning the improvements of the last 
quarter of a century in the Army, the fact that the 
annual death rate has fallen to 6.98 per cent., 
(1882-3), bringing it to very near the level of the 
average death rate of the total male population of th¢ 
United States, white and colored, 20 to 44 years o/ 
age, which is 6.87 per cent. Immediately after th 
war, 1866-7, the death rate of our Army was 86/5 
per cent. The volume of the ‘‘ Medical and Sugi- 
cal History of the War of the Rebellion,” Part thrd, 
furnishes us with these statistics. After the vir, 
as this volume tells us, ‘‘ the regular troops wre 
distributed mainly over the undeveloped Wesito 
hold the Indians in check and promote the setle- 
ment of the country. Theold posts which bad ken 
occupied before the war, were in ruins, andthe 
new conditions developed by the advance of civilza- 
tion westward required the establishment ofzar- 
risons in positions which had formerly been unccu- 
pied. Military policy rather than hygienic :on- 
siderations usually dictated the site, and in 
many instances the stations were establsbed 
in uphbealthy river bottoms for the sate of 
being near a water supply. The quarters built 
by the troops were of the most primitive chamcter, 
the materials at hand being only such as thecoun- 
try afforded. Practically, our soldiers durug the 
years 1867-8 were in the field and hence the high 
death rate. But in the years that followed, posts 
which experience had shown to be unhealthy, were 
abandoned and money was appropriated for the 
construction of barracks at such stations as appeared 
likely to require permanent occupation. The con 
ditions became gradually changed, from those at- 
tending war or active field service to those of gar- 
rison duty in time of peace, although occasional 
campaigns against hostile Indians kept the mortal- 
ity rate higher than a purely peace rate should be. 
The average rate of the past ten years (7.67+ per 
cent.) testifies to the efforts of the Medical Depart- 
nient on behalf of the soldier, and the earnest and 
intelligent co-operative action of military com- 
manders.” 

Our present death rate is now somewhat nearer 
that of foreign armies, the ordinary death rate from 
disease in the German Army being 5.64 in 1878 and 
4.76 in 1879. The deaths in the British Army in 
1886 with an average strength of 188,789 were 
11.48. per 1000, the admissions into hospital 
amounting to 204,792, and the total deaths 
to 2189. During the seven months of active 
Operations of the Franco-Prussian war, the total 
death rate of the Germans was 49.90 per thousand 
strength, being 33.60 from violence and 14.30 from 
disease, the latter equal to an annual rate of 24.51 
per thousand. During eighteen ydars previous to 
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mind, which argues anything else than ciseatis"ac- 
tion. 


‘the War of the Rebellion, 1840-59, the average 
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death rate of our Army'was 24.72, ranging from 
8.04 in 1845 to 78.8 in 1849, 1847 and 1848 not be- 
ing included. During the Rebellion the deatbs 
from disease among the white troops were equival- 
ent to an annual average rateof 53.4 per thousand. 
This mcludes six years, 1861-66. The deaths among 
the colored troops during the three years, 1864-65- 
66, averaged 143.4 per thousand, being as high as 
211 in 1864. There were altogether 5,424,547 cases 
of disease, besides 400,933 cases of wounds, accid- 
ents, and injuries. There were killed in battle or 
died of wounds, 94,069. The deaths in the Confed- 
erate Army are estimated at not less than 200,000, 
one-fourth, or 50,000, being due to the casualties ef 
battle. The total mortality of the Union Army, 
white and colored, was 304,369, the whites furnish- 
ing 270,189. Of these, 180,451 were deaths from 
disease or unknown causes, 90,538 being casualties 
of battle, of which 42,724 were killed in battle, 

The popular idea that our Army suffered severely 
from disease during the campaigns of the Civil War 
is thus well sustained by the statistics, in view of 
the fact that no notable epidemic of imported 
pestilence, as ot typhus, cholera or yellow fever, 
contributed to their mortality. In the trenches be- 
fore Sebastopol, the French and Enghsh armies 
recorded in January, 1855, 94.9 deaths per thousand, 
or nearly double the annual avetage of our war. 
The lowest sick rate in our armies was furnished 
during the third year of the war by the troops on 
the high grounds of Western Virginia, the veterans 
of the Army of the Potomac following next. The 
highest rate was furnished during the third year by 
the continuous exposure of troops in the malarious 
regions of the Department of North Carolina. The 
annual rate of sickness and wounds for the Con- 
federate armies was 4,563 per one thousand of 
average strength as compared with 2,861 in 
the United States Army. The gunshot wounds 
among the Confederates were 159 per thousand, 
and in the Union Army 93 per thousand. The stat- 
istics of the Confederates are, of course, very im- 
perfect, and these figures are based upon those for 
the years 1861, °62 and ’63. The Confederate an- 
nual death rate per thousand is estimated at 167.3 
per cent., a rate larger even than the average an- 
pual mortality among our colored troops. The 
maximum mortality was in the Andersonville prison, 
where 73.7 per cent. of the sick died, diarrhea 
and dysentery causing nearly one-half the loss, the 
scurvy something more than one-third. 

The volume from which we gather these statistics 
is, with the other volumes of the series, a monu- 
ment to the energy, ability and capacity for organ- 
ization of the medical department of the United 
States Army. It is the third and concluding part 
of the medical series, and covers the medical his- 
tory of the war. ‘he first of the series, published 
in 1870, consisted of consolidated reports of sick 
and wounded and special report of medical officers, 
and the second part, published in 1879, was devoted 
to the discussion of the alvine fluxes. The present 
volume is prepared by Charles Smart, Major and 
Surgeon, U. 8. A., who undertook the task in Jaly, 
1883. 

One of our surgeons of Volunteers, J. R. Weist, 
in article on the ‘* Medical Department of the War,” 
appearing in the Sketches of War History published 
by the Ohio Commandery of the Military Order, 
says: ‘“‘In many ways the war advanced the 
boundaries of surgical knowledge. Surgeons were 
schooled to deal with the most ghastly wounds 
without dismay, and to accomplish favorable results 
from reparative operations, from which they would 
have formerly recoiled. By their industry the medi- 
cal officers of the Army built up the most complete 
surgical museum in the world, established one of the 
largest medical and surgical libraries, and collected 
the facts contained in the magnificent volumes of 
the medical and surgical history of the war—vol- 
umes that have never been equalled in extent and 
value in surgical or military history.” Dr. Weist 
graphically describes the ignorance which prevailed 
at the outbreak of the war, not only among the has- 
tily impressed medical corps, but among the an- 
thorities at Washington, of the medival ‘and surgical 
needs of the armies in the field. The most popular 
regimental surgeon was the one who disturbed the 
colonel the feast with suggestions as fo sanitary 
precautions, the proper policing of the camps, etc., 
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excused the least number of men from duty, and 
supplied the officers with “ spiritus frumenti” 
from hospital stores, when the sutler was absent 
or the commissary supply short, The namber of 
surgeons was inadequate, no proper shelter was pro- 
vided for the sick and wounded, no organized am- 
bulance corps was in existence, and there was no 
system for the organization of division field hos- 
pitals or general hospitals. Medieal men from civil 
life, many of them utterly incompetent, flocked to 
the field of battle and ‘‘amputations were performed 
recklessly by irresponsible persons, without any 
thought bestowed as to the subsequent treatment of 
the patient.” No nation in the world, says Dr. Weist, 
had ever before attempted to improvise an efficient 
medical staff for a great army, and our experiment 
threatened to end in failure; but patient labor and 
high courage averted so great a misfortune, and the 
results finally accomplished astonished the European 
medical world, and led to improved methods in 
caring for the sick and wounded in armies every— 
where.

We present this summary of the works made use 
of by Capt. Mayne not only to show how much lit- 
erature there is available, but how exhaus- 
tively he has investigated the subject to which 
he has devoted some years of constant study.

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ORDNANCB NOTES. 


Sir F. Abel, chemist to the British War Depart- 
ment, has invented a portable explosive to take the 
place of gun-powder in larm cartridges, and 

et to be so perfect of combustion as to leave be- 
hina neither smoke nor evil-smelling gases. The 
secret of the composition has been placed at the dis- 
posal of the War Office. Exhaustive series of trials 
are being arranged and if the ordnance officers are 
satisfied as to the wonderful propertics claimed for 
the compound, it will be supplied in lieu of gun- 
powder in, the cartridges for the new magazine rifle. 





The series of articles in London “1 4 on 
Rapid-Firing Arms by Lieut. William W. Kimball, 
U. S. Navy, is concluded in the issue of Aug. 24. It 
1s devo to Machine Cannon and Rapid-Firing 
Guns. He gives some figures, of which he says: 
“These figures show that the Hotchkiss gun witb 87 
per cent. of the weight did 111 per cent. of the work 
of the Nordenfeldt; but an inspection of the data, 
giving lengths of guns, weights of charges and pro- 
jectiles, and initial velocities, clearly indicates that 
the superiority in results must have been in some 
degree due to the better powder of the Hotchkiss 
amwubpition, unless it be conceded that the design 
of the Nordenfeldt is much poorer than could rea- 
sonably be supposed to have come from a source 
from which so many excellent arms have been de- 
rived. But whatever may be the comparative 
merits of the two rapid-fire systems, the Hotchkiss 
is to-day the favorite througbout the world, espe- 
cially as applied in the 37mm. low-power and the 
47mm. and 57mm. high-power guns. The hght 37mm. 

jiece is well adapted for work in light boats of all 
Kinds. for work from aloft, for werk as a range 
finder, and as an infantry rapid-fire gun, since its 
weight and size allow it to be transpor and put 
into action in the shelter trenches under the same 
conditions that govern the employment of the in- 
fantry machine gun. The 47mm. and 57mm. pieces 
have ome recognized parts of the seeondary bat- 
teries of modern ships, and are growing in favor fur 
use in the field. Although Mr. Nordenfeldt states 
that his 7 pounder 145 in. calibre gui has reached 
the practical limits of size for the rapid fire syste, 
the Hotchkiss is now being developed in a 100mm. 
33-pounder high-powered pieve, which is, of course, 
too heavy for mounting upon an elasticstand, or for 
pointing without gearing, consequently its greater 
rapidity of fire as compared witha gun o ual 
power, using cartridge-bag charges, must depend on 
the quicker closing of the breech and upon the facts 
that the metallic vartridge case keeps the chamber 
clean, and thus obviates the necessity for sponoging, 
aud that no time is lostin priming. The limits of 
diameters and lengths for practical metallic cart- 
ridge cases are difficult to determine without ex- 
periment; but when the increase of weight of the 
cartridge, due to the case, is considered.and the 
amount of power required for extracting, it would 
seem that in the present state of ordnance art the 
limit of size for rapid-fire guns, which will give a 
much greater rapidity than the best breechloading 
piece using cartridge bags, has been reached, and 
possibly exceeded, in the 100mm. Hotchkiss.” 





A report has just been issued at Aldershot upon 
the last experiments with the Maxim machine-gun 
— for adoption in the British Army, the new 

rifle being tested at the same cime in compar- 
ison. The general idea under which the weapous were 
tried was that troops advancing in column and pass- 
ing over u bridge or through a defile were exposed to 
fire from the Maxim and from 32 marksmen with 
rifics. At the first position (1,070 yards) the men fired 
219 rounds, making 160 hits, or 73.05 per cent.; the gun 
305 rounds, making 52 bits, or 17.04, At 1,120 yards 
the results were: Men, 216 rounds, 159 hits, 73.61 per 
cent.; gun, 328 rounds, 274 hits, 83.53 per cent. At 
1,400 yards—Men, 216 rounds, 175 hits, 81.01 per cent.; 
gun, 300 rounds, 231 hits,77 per cent. At 1,900 yards— 
Men, 335 rounds, 147 hits, 43.88 per cent.; gun, 250 
rounds, 159 hits, 63.60 per cent. At 1,070 yards the 
gun’s traversing gear is stated to have not worked 
satisfactorily ; but generally the depth of ground 
swept by the bullets was from 40 to 48 yards. The 
remarks of the District Luspector of Musketry ioe 
J.R. Mecham) are as follows: “Rifle Fire—There 
were nine miss-fires from the rifle, all of which were 
attributable to the ammunition. The bolt action of 
three rifles worked stiffly, causing slight delay. One 
nifie at the third and fourth positions was put out of 
action unnecessarily; its failure to fire was attrib- 
utable to the ammuuition. Had the sectional com- 
mander allowed the mun to remain ia his place he 
could have continued to fire. A‘ the last distance 
the light failed, which may have caused extra diffii- 
culty tothe men. It certainly prevented observa- 
tion of effect, and consequently the correction of 
fire. At the last distance the dial-sight on the rifles 
were used and proved of great value, as it avoided 
the necessity of straining the neck to obtain the 
alignment. The absence of recoil enabled the men 
to fire about 30 volleys without any inconvenience. 
The rifle and m ine under experiment has so far 
given great satisfaction. There are, however, a few 
Points which require strengthening. Lieut. Adding- 
ton, who observed the firefrom the butts, reports 
that at the 1,900 yards the bullets from the rifle fell 
with little energy as compared with those from the 
cun(M. H. ammunition); many of the bullets picked 
up were almost perfect in sbape; the wind carried 
whole volleys clear of the position, The smoke hung 
about the firing point at the last range, it being 
sheltered, so that not only was the fire delayed, but 
the smoke betrayed the position of the men to the 
enemy.” 





The interesting paper on the “ Infiuence of Alum- 
inium upon Cast-iron,” read before the August 
meeting of the American Association for the Ad- 
van ent of Sci , by W. J. Kent, C. E., of De- 
troit, Mich., presents very forcibly the importance 
of this new factor in gun casting, which realizes the 
dream of Daniel the Prophet, who saw an image 
whose feet were part of iron and part of miry clay. 
Mr. Kent reports asthe resalt of l ex 
ments that a casting which resisted a weight of 379 





Ibs., with L per cent. of aluminium added resisted 
545 ibs... a gain of 166 Ibs., or about 44 cent. The 
secret of the strength lies in the closing of 


between tbe ns, or, in other words, in the in- 


creased solidity of the casting. Contrary to the

general opinion, Mr. Kent concludes that the slum- 
inium remains in the iron, its presence being appar- 
entafter thesixth remelting. Thealuminium changes 
the carbon in the iron from the combined to the 
graphitic state at the instant of crystallization, so 
that all the carbon thus liberated is imprisoned uni- 
formly throughout the casting, and is not accumu- 
lated in pockets forming soft and hollow s as 
would be the case if liberated while the ng was 
yet fluid. Alamisium, more than any known ele- 
ment, accomplishes this. It not only changes white 
iron to grey, but seems at once to change the whole 
character of the metal, giving a uniform grain for 
thick and thin castings, preventing the imprisonment 
of combined carbon and chills, so that the coldness of 
mold does not affect the grain of the iron. The sur- 
face of the iron is, moreover, as soft as the interior 
of the casting, for the graphite which is on the sur- 
face of the casting —— and forms a perfect 
—e—— facing, which opposes the sand and the 
eat. The fineness of the grain of iron affected by 
aluminium causes such iron to be much more easily 
cut than iron of coarser graiu. As to strength the 
capacity to resist impact is increased by the addi- 
tion of aluminium much more than the capacity to 
resist dead weight. Each addition of alum- 
imum increases the strength over that of the 
initial metal. The metal is less brittle and 
more elastic and its fineness and compactness gives 
a lew permanent set and there is no shrinkage 
when sufficient aluminium is added, and there is a 
decided elimination of biow holes. This burried 
presentation of the remarkable effects of aluminium 
upon cast iron, says Mr. Kent 10 conclusion, “will 
ive an idea of the great benefit which is now prom- 
to the iron founder by the rapidly falling price 
of aluminium as cheapened by the electric furnace.” 
Two kinds of iron were used by Mr. Kent. One was 
a white iron, with very little silicon, while the sec- 
ond was grey, with 125 per cent. of silicon. Two 
samples of each iron were operated upon, each sam- 
ple being remelted several times, and tested bet ween 
the meltings. One sample received successive incre- 
ments of aluminium, while the others had nope, and 
bars of metal whicn had undergone the same num- 
ber of remeltings were tested together, the pure bar 
acting as a standard to show the improvement 
effected in the other bar by the addition of the 
aluminium. The quantity aluminium used was 
(with one exveption) 4 per cent., 4¢ per cent., % per 
cent., and 1 per cent. for the white iron, and %, }¢, 
A. 1, 2, 3and 4 per cent. for the grey iron. 





The trial of armor plates at Portsmouth, England, 
still continues, the most recent test being of the cast 
steel, unwrought, plate, the fifth in the. series, fur- 
nished by the Spencers, of Newcastle. This plate 
let all the five shots through, including the cast iron 
projectiles, and was completely broken up. The 
relative superiority of the steel faced plate over 
that of solid steel bas been illustrated strikingly in 
the tests of the two types furnished by Cammell 
and Co. We gave an account of the trial of the 
compound plate, with illustrations, in our last vol- 
ume (see page 870), and have briefly reported that of 
its solid competitor. The steel plate proved a 
splendid success in its class, breaking up the two 
Palliser chilled iron projectiles and stopping the 
Holtzer forged steel projectiles, especially prepared 
for armor-piercing, so that none of them would have 
entered the ship. This plate, which stood the five 
shots without showing a crack, is the first of solid 
steel that has undergone such atest without going 
to pieces. We do not recall an instance of the Creu- 
zot steel armor resisting three projectiles without 
breaking up, and know ot but one, the Admiral 
Baudin plate (illustrated in Lieut. Jaques's book on 
“Modern Armor ’”’), that has not broken through at 
the second impact of chilled iron. We have the 
present week. seep 22 photographs of the two 
Cammell plates, which show the superiority of the 
compound type in resisting forged steel projectiles.) 
The results in each case were against direct firing; 
against oblique fire the advantage of the steel face 
would have m even greater. We learn that the 
latest [talian trials of Creuzot armor have not been 
such as to reassure the Government, two plates 
made in France and three made in Italy having been 
completely broken up by the blow of a projectile at 
comparatively low velocity. An illustration of the 
effect of the impact of a chilled iron projectile of 

000 pounds fired from the 100-ton Armstrong at a 
19 in. oil-tempered plate, manufactured by the 
Creuzot process at Terin, shows cracks running from 
the shot in the centre of the plate to each of the 
four sides, though the projectile is reported to have 
penetrated but six inches.

ANNUAL DRILLS. 


Tue utility of annual drill, says Major-General 
Samuel Daiton, Adjutant-General of Marsachusette 

is doubtful. In most commands a Ta part ot 
the day must be devoted to reaching the point of 
assembly and in returning, and he recomménds that 
they be abolisbed und that an annual fall field day 
be substituted for the drill. This should be ordered 
by brigade or the entire force in the various cities 
of the commonwealth (different cities each year), 
and a portion of the day devoted to regimental drill, 
concluding witb a parade of the troops, who should 
be provided witb canteens aud haversacks. with 
which to carry rations, a plan which would give 
much needed instruction in embarking and disem- 
barkivg and the trausporting ot troops when called 
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cainp system, as pow conducted, bas produced good 
veoults in the past, but as of — the ot 
system of battalion ani brigade drilis must in time 
become obsolete, and skirmishing aud practical 
duties take their place. { would recommenda that 
the troops encamp as now, but that a system be 
adopted that will give to battalion commanders 
time to attend to the details of camp duty, instruct 
in skirmish drill, guard duty, and devote time to 
practical service lessons, such as the construction of 
earthworks, barricades, making bridges, defences 
for light —— mavy things which have 
never heretofore n taught in our militia.”

Some 
mornings a regiment would have a_ very 
credituble guard mount while the next mor- 
ning it might be called a failure; its success 
depended Jargely on the officers and guides who 
happened tojbe detailed. The writer witnessed the 
guard mount of the lst Regiment, Aug. 31, and noted 
the following mistakes: The lat sergeants, after 
reporting their details to the sergeant-major, in- 
stead of passing by tbe right of the guard to their 

ition in rear, executed right face and passed 
ck. When the Adjutant ordered officers and non- 
com. officers to front and centre the non-com. offi- 
cers did not close up to within tbree yards of com- 
missioned officers but formed immediately in front 
of the guard. At inspection the senior officer of the 
guard instead of taking the piece with right hand at 
small of the stook would grasp the piece between 
the bands and return it the same way. The field 
officer of the day tor Sunday, Sept. 2, made the fol- 
lowing notes.

Dalton, 
Adjt.-General of chusetts, we learn that the 
total strength of the militia now authorized in the 
State is 384 commissioned officers and 5,234 enlisted 
men: total, 5,618. The aggregate force Dec. 31, 1887, 
was 361 officers and 4,455 men; total, with five com- 
pony vacancies, 4,816. [Infantry companies have 

increased in number from sixty to seventy-two 
for the purpose of equalizing the number of com- 
panies in each regiment. 

The military board of examiners now consists of 
all brigade, regimenta) and battalion commanders, 
The total number of enrolled militia as reported from 
the assessors of cities and towns is 206,025. The usual 
encampments were held and the artillery practiced 
with sbell. Satisfaction isexpreased at the tad- 
vance wade ia rifie practice and the State rifle team is 
justly complimented on their envious record, es - 
pecially in winning the Hilton Trophy at Creedmoor 
with the highest score ever made in the match, and 
also in beating the best teams ot the Regular Army 
and National Guard at the meeting at Chicago. 

It is cocsidered a foregone conclusion that in the 
matter of rifle practice the Massachusetts militia 
for the season of 1888 will exvel their graiifying 
record of 1887, when they had 45 sharpshooters, 114 
first-class marksmen, 411 second-class, and 578 third- 
class, and 499 uahtieation, the total number of 
marksmen beipvg 1,647; 67 companies performed arm- 
ory rifle practice and 65 companies entered teams in 
the annual State rifle match.

The Lord Gough, though of the American Line of 
steamers (Liverpool to Philadelphia), is a British 
vessel; her captain is, I think, a Scotchman. On the 
27th of December the Lord Gough, on her way to 
Philadelphia, saw the flag of distress on the mast of 
the Cleopatra. The wind was blowing a gale, mak- 
ing ita matter of serious risk for the Lord Gough to 
send a boat to the rescue. But Capt. Hughes 
thought it his duty to do this, and he called for vol- 
unteers. The second officer (1 think) and a crew 
volunteered, and a boat was lowered. Suddenly, 
however, the signal of distress was lowered from the 
mast of the Cleopatra. Capt. Hughes was much 
perplexed ; it seemed almost certain that the vessel 
was in extremity. On the whole, hethought it his 
duty to send the boat. The brave fellows made their 
way over the perilous waters, and the schooper was 
reached. There they found the master and eleven 
men, but for the Lord Gough utterly without hope. 
Three others of the crew had been washed away, 
and the body of a fourth lay on the deck. In two 
trips the survivors were conveyed to the Lord Gough. 
The master of the schooner went in the second — 
of the boat, but béfore doing so he read, with suc 
solemnity as he could in the awful storm, the burial 
service Over the remains of his comrade, and then 
the body was committed to thedeep, Of course the 
first inquiry mete OF Capt. Hughes of the Ameri- 
can captain was, Why did he haul down his signa)? 
The reply was: “Sir, we saw that you were prepar- 
ing to make an effort to save us, but we saw, also, 
that it was a sea in which it was very doubtful 
whether a boat would live. I said, then, tomy men, 
‘Shall we let those brave fellows risk their lives to 
save ours?’ and they said ‘No!’ Then [ hauled down 
the flag.’”’

Srx Japanese men-of-war under Counts Ho and 
Saigo are said to bave started for Corea ostensibly 
to inspect forts.

SemeE severe fighting is reported from the Soudan, 
which ended in the defeat of the Dervishes, a force 
of whow attacked Fort Khormoussa, which was gar- 
risoned by 200 ptian troops.

It is reported from H. M. S. Carysfort, stationed 
at Malta, that two British sailors, who were under- 
going punishment in the cells, were discovered in- 
sensible from the heat, and that one of the prisoners 
was actually done to death. The cells were quite 
near the engine room, and with but little ventila- 
tion. 

THE grand manceurres of the Russian troops of 
the Odessa and Charkoff military districts, in the 
neighborhood of Elisabetgrad and Alexandria, in 
the Government of Khberson, are expected to be at- 
tepded by the Emperor, and will last six days. 

THERE seems to be some considerable doubt as to 
the existence of the room where the Duchess of 
Richmond gave her ball to the English officers be- 
fore the battle of Waterloo. Although Sir William 
Fraser believes that he has identified in Brussels the 
room where the ball was given, the information is 
distrusted in certain quarters. Of the ladies who 
were presept on that memorable night there still 
survive three.
